He scored three goals in the 1974 series (v. East 
peony: Italy and Haiti) and one in the 1978 series (v. 

eru). 


Rene Houseman completed a contract with River Plate 
last month. According to the terms of the contract, no fee 
will be charged for his transfer. 


Marcelo Houseman is a striker who played for the FAS 
club in Argentina. He was in the preliminary squad for 
the world youth championships which Argentina won in 
Japan in 1979. 

Childs last spoke with Rene Houseman by phone on 
Monday morning. At that time, Childs says, Houseman 
had agreed to Hakoah’s terms and expressed enthusiasm 
about coming to Australia. 

Shortly afterwards Childs was to meet Immi 
Department officials to arrange visas for the 
mans. 

Asked why Houseman would pass up the big money 
available in the North America Soccer League in order to 
come to Australia, Childs said: 

“‘Houseman has a friend in Sydney who knows me. 
That’s how it came about. 

“Sure he could earn big money in the States, but the 
contract we’ve offered is also substantial. 

“What swayed him towards our club however, is that 
we've offered to look after the whole family. 


“We'd bring out not only the two brothers, but also 
Rene’s wife and two children, the wife of Marcelo and 
later their mother as well.”

Docherty the butt 
of petty jealousy 


Big soccer is big business and big business 
is done by big men. Gino Merlo is an example 
of what a strong leader means in terms of 
club success. 


Merlo has been the driving force behind Brisbane City’s devel- 
opment these past few years. 

Now, with a million-dollar grandstand and other facilities at their 
magnificent Spencer Park ground, the players suddenly feel 
bigger and better and more important and this new confidence 
is being reflected in match results. 

At the time of writing, Brisbane City was fourth in the league and, 
judging from the good crowd that watched the 4-0 hammering 
of Marconi, the fans are coming back. 

This is basically the same as the 1980 squad — only Jimmy Dunne 
and Paul Wilkinson have been added — but the strength of 
Merlo and the reality of his achievements have stiffened their 
backbone. 

Real Madrid is based on the early leadership of Bernabeau, Inter 
Milan of Morati, Juventus on the Agnelli family of Fiat fame. 
Look at what happened to Heidelberg after strong man Jim Mang- 

opoulos stepped down from the presidency. 

And at South Melbourne Hellas, what Sam Papasavas says goes. 
You can jump in the Jake or stand on your head, no matter. If 
Sam doesn’t like something, it won’t be done. 

Big men represent the solution to many of our problems. Much of 
our future lies in their hands. They are big men because they 
are not afraid to take big steps into adventurous directions. 
They have the courage to make decisions and to spend money, 

There is a big difference between such leadership and the mud- 
dled ideas of groups of smaller people who hum and hah and 
even oppose the ideas of the leaders. 

Sydney City Hakoah is led by Frank Lowy and Andrew Lederer — 
also strong men, born leaders, and good businessmen with the 
strength to make their own decisions.

1 agree that one shouldn’t leave a club during the season, but on 
the other hand, Tommy Docherty always was a straight shooter 
who made no bones about his ambitions and who never pre- 
tended that he was going to make Australia his home. 

Tommy and I were and will remain very good friends. 


He shared his great knowledge with all of us very unselfishly, 
during discussions lasting hours and hours. 


He showed how valuable a true soccer authority can be to the 
game in this country. Just look at how much exposure he gained 
through TY and the newspapers — all of which served to spread 
the gospel. 

Many officials didn’t like it. They were perhaps jealous of the 
attention lavished on him. 


There was no denying however, that he warranted it, for he had 
the achievements, the knowledge and the reputation to back 
him up. 


But the soccer scene in Australia could never have held his atten- 
tion. He told me once that on a Sunday after Manchester United 
had won the previous day, up to 10,000 people would visit Old 

Trafford, ‘just to smeil the atmosphere”’. After all that, one 


would find it hard to get excited in our scene. 


He was with the right club — Sydney Olympic — because Greeks 
like and respect big personalities and they fear authority. 
Docherty is exactly what Olympic needed in its first year back 
in the PSL. 


Olympic will feel his absence, so will soccer in general. He was

Ray Baartz has made the 
most meteoric rise recorded 
in Australian soccer. He has 
jumped from coaching under- 
7s to take over as caretaker 
coach of PSL club Newcastle 
KB United! 


But his coaching association with KB 
could end soon. The club will advertise 
possibly this week for a permanent man- 
ager-coach. 

KB arrested a five Laue e losing streak 
earlier this season by ting Heidelberg 
United 2-1 at Olympic Park. Two days 
later manager-coach Alan Vest was 
sacked and Baartz took over, coming to 
the aid of his home town club and reaffir- 
ming his loyalty as a founder member of 
KB and a member of the club’s board of 
directors for the first 18 months of KB's 
PSL life. 

The name Baartz is synonymous with 
cleb and national team success in Austral- 
iam soccer. 


He played under national team coach 
Joe Viasits, a father figure in the annals of 
Australian soccer coaching, and later 
under Rale Rasic, the man who led Aust- 
talia into its historic World Cup campaign 
which ended in glory in West Germany in 
1874, the only occasion on which Australia 
has played in the World Cup Finals. 


Many people argue whether the Vlasits 
side which ns narrowly failed to qualify for 
the Mexico World Cup Finals in 1970 was 
better than the Rasic outfit. Baartz was a 
Member of both sides, He has definite 
opinions about the merits of both.

Previously he had been one of a number 
of players who formed the nucleus of 
Rasic’s national team.

Baartz was lucky to survive the karate- 
type blow which ended his career. He 
recalls the incident. 


“Uruguay came here in 1974 for two 
eat one in Melbourne and another in 
ydney. I think the Uruguayans expected 
to have two easy games but we gave them 
a good game in Melbourne and drew 0-0. 
That reicd became spiteful. Two days 
later in Sydney, Uruguay carried on from 
where it left off in Melbourne. 


“The tackling was really bad. The Uru- 
guayans didn’t just go for the man. They 
wanted to maim the man. 


“I scored from about 20 yards out then 
just before half time I saved the ball for- 
ward and a Uruguayan came across me 
and hit me across the throat. I felt like I 
was choking and I had a bad headache at 
half time. Our team doctor Brian Corrigan 
gave me some tablets and I went out for 
the second half, 


“About 10 minutes from the end I was 
punched on the chin and the Uruguayan 
who hit me was sent off. For two weeks 
after that match I suffered from paral- 
ysis. It was a delayed reaction thing. 


“Most people thought that it was the 
blow in the second half which had done the 
damage but it was the first half chop 
which did it. One of my major arteries 
was blocked, cutting off the supply of 
blood to my brain. The doctor told me that 
it was like an older person suffering a 
stroke. He told me that I was lucky to be 
alive.”’ 


Baartz returned to his native Newcastle 
and set up a business. Then talk started in 
1977 about Newcastle forming a side for 
inclusion in the 1978 PSL. 

Baartz became a founder member of 
the new club and served on the board of 
directors. By his own admission he wasn’t 
cut out to be an administrator. He left. 
Then his son started playing, Baartz

PROPOSAL FOR CHANGES IN THE STATE-LEAGUE SET-UP 


The present League of 12 clubs is a left-over from the time that soccer had to be played mainly 
on grounds which were used for cricket during the months of September to April. 

Though we have tried to lengthen the season by organising the Ampoil Cup and playing the 
quarter, semi-finals and finals of the Dockerty Cup at the end of the season and also by playing 
the final four Cup games, Clubs which are not fortunate enough to play in these finals still finish 
the season about the 21st of September. 

Piayers then have to wait until early February to play, sometimes in steaming heat, their first 
competition game. 

The strong clubs which are fortunate to play in the finals of the Dockerty Cup and final four Cup 
may continue until half way in November. 

Many supporters prefer to go to the bsach in the hot summer weather and don’t see their club 
play until the first week of April, a break of 53 months. 

Certainly not a good way to keep supporters interested. 

Whatever the case may be, supporters are mainly interested in premiership games and this is 
what we have to give them for a longer period than we do now to bring them back or to create 
new supporters. 

It is also important that each club and all players receive an even chance to build up their teams 
and ability. Clubs should, as much as possibke, be of equal strength. 

It is also important that the chances of winning the premiership or being relegated remain alive 
as long as possible during the season. 

The answer to it all is:- 

A. To form a State League of 16 clubs with the premier season to run over a period of 34 
back to a split round with half the games played on Saturday and the other half on Sunday. 

B. The Ampol Cup games to be played in four groups of four which require a total of 36 games 
to decide the semi-finalists. These 36 games to be played on 18 Wednesday nights at Olympic 
Park and the finals also on Wednesday nights. 

C. The two rounds of the Dockerty Cup to be played during a long weekend but the quarter 
finals, semi-finals and finals also to be played on Wednesday nights. 

This would give in total 24 Wednesday nights of soccer spread over a period of 36 weeks. 
These games, in my opinion, will be popular with supporters and players in the various lower 
Leagues. 

1 suggest that these games are played early and late in the season only, as otherwise Olympic 
Park may have too much use during the wet season. 

The 30 games divided over 34 weekends will leave sufficient room for international or inter- 
state games and possibly a weekend rest to catch up with the postponed games. 

How to increase the League to 16 Clubs. 

In my opinion the four additional clubs should be admitted at the discretion of the State League 
Management Committee with preference to be given to:- 

A. Clubs with their own ground and first class facilities. 

B. Clubs in country areas with proper support and financially strong. 

Will we play on Saturdays or Sundays? 

Whether we decide on a 12, 14, or 16-club State League, | am very much in favour of going: 
back to a split round with half the games played on Saturdayband the other half on Sunday. 

Whoever moved to change this system certainly did the State League a lot of harm. 

1 think that most of you are looking on a Saturday which game to go to when your club plays on 
Sunday and vice versa. | meet most of our keen supporters at Metropolitan games in our area on 
Saturdays. 

Further proposals to improve the State League 

Reinstate and adopt ethnic names as soon as possible; 30% of the Australian population is 
ethnic or born out of ethnic parents. We are losing these to Australian Rules football. We will 
never get them back. 

Grounds 

Reinstate the old VASFA rule that clubs in State League must have their own ground and 
sharing is limited to Olympic Park and Middle Park. 

How to contro! transfer of players and payment to players. 

Change the transfer and registration rules. 

A. Transfer season to open on the 1st of November and to close on the 15th February, after 
which date clubs are allowed to place players on the transfer list, but players are committed to 
play full season if the club so requires. 

B. Players who refuse to train or play or break their contract should be suspended until the end 
of the season.This is to avoid the players trying to force clubs to put them on the transfer list- 

C. When a club places a player on the transfer list, whether voluntarily or on the request of the 
player, the club is free to determine whatever price it wishes to ask for the player provided that:- 

{i) If the player is not sold at that price the player is entitled to be paid playing fees for the next 
season equal to 50% of this transfer fee. 

{ii) If the player is sold at this price or any lower price, his new club shall on request by the 
player pay him total match fees for the season equal to 50% of the transfer fee paid for him. The 
player cannot claim a higher match fee. 

(iii) & player placed on the transfer list may insist that he is given a transfer, if he finds a club 
interested in him, which is prepared to pay the club with which he is registered an amount equal 
to twice the amount of match fees he has received during his last season with the club, plus the 
signing on fees he has received for that season. 

{iv) Contracts signed by players should include a clause that they will not object to the transfer 
fee as mentioned under {ili)- 

D. Clubs that seek or acquire the services of an amateur player irrespective of age, commit 
themselves to pay the club from which this player was registered an amount of $500 yearly, 
increasing by ten percent, if at any time within three years this player registers as a non-amateur 
player with any Club.

With the Juniors,

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State under-age coaches are now in an advanced stage of 
picking their squads for the national championships. Judging 
by remarks | have overheard, their task is a very onerous one. 

To pick 16 boys to represent the State at any level is hard, 
but the job is not made any easier by people who are not quali- 
fied to make statements that the wrong boys are chosen. 

Victoria’s three State under-age coaches for the first time 
in the history of the J.L.M.C. are senior badge holders under 
the Australian Soccer Federation coaching scheme. 

The three men have had experience coaching at senior and 
junior level, so at least they should know what players should 
constitute a good squad. 

People who make statements that the wrong boys are 
chosen are generally motivated by certain factors. Firstly 
they are the parents of the boy who is not chosen, secondly the 
player is in the club they support and also they think they are 
a better selector than the man who is appointed. 

The State coach sees about 300 boys during regional 
championships and trials. The coach not only looks at the way 
a player plays but in selecting a player he has to look at other 
factors, like: does he want to learn, can he play in more than 
one position, does he think positively about the game, will he 
still give you 100% even if you are losing? 

Then we come to skill and technique. Does the player have 
the necessary techniques if he has to use them and the skill to 
bring other players into the game, does he concentrate all 
through a game, is he a loner or does he try to get on with his 
fellow players? 

1 will admit that some very good boys are missed and I 
would only be fooling people if I said that it did not happen. 

Human fallibility is one thing that we cannot alter that 
happens in all sports and all walks of life

At last someone has realised and written 
constructively in the midst of all the hysteria 
following our joss against New Zealand. 

Mike hits the nail on the head when he high- 
lights that the future of the game lies im its 
incredible strength at a junior and youth level. 
With such an ever-increasing number of 
people in the street, in the media and in com- 
merce, now beginning to become even more 
interested in the sport of soccer I believe that 
we have the soundest base of any sport to de- 
velop in the future. 

I differ however with Mike's comments, re- 
peruse the $600,000 for the World Cup cam- 
paign. 

It is very easy for us all to sit here and say 
that that sort of money should be directed into 
the junior and youth area. However I believe 
that we owe it to the readers of ‘‘Soccer Ac- 
tion’’ to present the facts. 

The Coca-Cola sponsorship funds for the 
1981 World Youth Championship are provided 
by. the Coca-Cola Company in America. This 
sponsorship is part of their ‘world-wide’ 
Sports Development Programme and is part 
of a long term contractural arrangement they 
have with FIFA for this event. 

The reason the event is in Australia! 

Well, the irony is that the man who many 
people have taken to criticising recently for 
various reasons is also the man who almost 
single handedly convinced FIFA that Aust- 
ralia should be the country to stage the 1981 
World Youth Championship. 

Now if any reader believes that it’s an easy 
task to convince the International Federation 
of Football and indeed the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany, that this country with a population of 
oaly 14 million should be selected ahead of 
other countries ranging from the United 
States, South America, Canada and European‘ 

nations, many of whom have soccer as their 
Neo. 1 sport, should think again. 

Perhaps when the half million spectators 
have returned to their homes at the end of Oc- 
tober, and the millions of Australian television 
viewers have turned off their television sets 
after seeing two weeks of world-class soccer 
played by 16 international teams in a once ina 
lifetime opportunity they should remember, 
who it was that made it possible. 

When they have seen the Australian nation- 
al youth team given the opportunity to com- 
pete against the world’s best, and gain in- 
valuable experience for players which many 
of them will carry on and use when they 
secure a place in the 1986 World Cup national 
team, will the public remember who it was 
that made it possible. 

Hence let us not criticise Coca-Cola for 
their incredible generosity in sponsoring this 
world event. Even more so their agreement 
that it should be staged in this country as op- 
posed to others to provide us all with such a 
magnificent opportunity to enjoy world class 
soccer and provide the ability to demonstrate 
to all the ‘cynics’ of soccer and followers of 
other ball codes, that soccer is the only true 
international game with skills and excitement 
that few other sports can match. 

We must also put into perspective the $600,- 
000 spent on the national team campaign. This 
was money supplied to this country by over- 
seas sponsors. They only supplied the money 
for the development of the national team and 
did so in full knowledge that there was always 
a chance that we might not qualify. These 
companies wanted to be associated with the 
Australian Soccer Federation and the national 
team ‘internationally’, and paid for the privi- 
lege of doing so. It was their generosity which 
enabled the Federation to under-write the in- 
credibly expensive costs of preparing a team 
in the Oceania region to compete for the 
World Cup. As a lump sum $600,0000 sounds a 
jot of money, but when it costs you some $50,- 
000 just to put a squad on a plane and get them 
to. an Asian country to compete ina game, it is 
easy to imagine bow quickly such monies can 
be spent. 

The pure and simple fact is that none of the 
companies who contributed to this fund would 
have provided the money to Australia for any- 
thing else except for the national team. 

Was it money wasted? Well that is the catch 
cry of today. I do not believe this. I think it 
Was money invested, arid as Tom Anderson 
says in his column in the same issue of *‘Soc- 
cer Action”, the incredible talent that has 
been uncovered by Gutendorf and all those as- 
sociated with him during his time as a nation- 
al coach at youth level, provides a more than 
adequate foundation for the sport to build on in 
future years. :

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Sir — May | write as an 18-month-long mi- 
grant from England about some observations 
of the Aussie soccer scene. May I first thank 
“Soccer Action’ for its down-to-earth col- 
umns, that I read every week. 

I have become a South Melbourne Hellas 
supporter and I have just got back from the 
13,000 crowd at Olympic Park where they 
drew with Heidelberg United 0-0. And with a 
crowd of 12,000 at Middle Park the previous 
week, surely those in soccer have room for op- 
timism. 

I know the VFL talks of crowds of 92,000, 
which can be expected really with control of 
the media and with marketing techniques, 
second to none, here in Melbourne. 

But at least in percentage terms, soccer 
crowds in the PSL seem to be growing, and 
phenomenally, so at Middle Park compared in 
the beginning of the season. 

I think the wooden spoon must go to Adel- 
aide where two attractive teams can pull only 
about 2000-3000 each and Sydney, where the 
Slickers could only muster 14000 people the 
week after they beat Hellas 3-1. 

A team like the Slickers who I think will win 
the PSL, don’t deserve success with crowds 
like this. But Canberra Arrows do, with 
crowds of 5000-6000 a week. Good luck to the 
Arrows as Canberra seems to be the soccer 
capital of Aussie. 

Curiously all this growth has happened 
alongside the dismal performance of the Soc- 
ceroos, after which your paper predicted 
gloom and doom, on the domestic soccer 
scene. 

I see a similarity with the English soccer 
scene where the national team is faltering, but 
at club level, it is fetching back the hardware 
from Europe as never before. 

You are right, we shouldn't blow the op- 
portunities in the October world youth cup, be- 
cause the march back has already begun and 
the youth cup must enhance this. 

Long live the PSL and the sponsors who. 
bring such colorful characters to it.

As one who has been associated for some 
years with a club which is currently in 4th 
Division Metro and previously in Provisional 
League it has been quite obvicus to me that 
many disputes that occur during a game can 
be related to the offside rule and the import- 
ant part that linesmen play in this very con- 
tentious area. 


The current and long term practice of op- 
pointing anybody who is willing to hold the 
flag has been fraught with problems over the 
years and will continue unless and until some- 
thing positive is done to change the situation. 

How do we overcome the problem? The 64,- 
000 dollar question. 


Perhaps we could start by using the many 
prior qualified referees who are now doing 
such a good job for junior games, as senior 
linesmen. This would serve a dual purpose — 
{a) provide an independent linesman and (b) 
provide experience working with senior 
players and referees. 


A nominal fee of $2 or So to cover expenses 
could be sufficient and although clubs may 
object to this added expense surely they 
couldn't ignore the overall benefit from 
having unbiased officials involved in this most 
important area.

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During Ken Morton’s stay in Tasmania, the 
Tasmanian soccer public began to get used to 
the idea of seeing visiting Philips League 
sides. 


While Morton was coach of Brighton-ICL we saw his team play 
a couple of games against Newcastle-KB United. 

When Morton coached Rapid-Wrest Point we saw Canberra 
City and Sydney City here for friendlies, Preston for a Philips Cup 
match, and a couple of German amateur teams on tour. 

Such visits created interest among soccer supporters and the 
narrow scorelines in most cases augured well for the local game. 
Credit must go to Morton and to the managements of the two 
local clubs for bringing these teams to Tasmania. 

Such ventures are always financially risky but the benefits,, I 
believe, are worth it. 

Steve Darby, Tasmania’s Director of Coaching, has kept the 
ball rolling by forming a Tasmanian ‘State of Origin’ team which 
has played in Victoria (defeating a Victorian Youth XI) and 
which soon will entertain a team from the Institute of Sport in 
Canberra.
